National TT: 


How it played in Peoria

PEORIA, ILL., AUG. 18 


With the flash of the checkered

Roberts made history. Roberts, on 


the way to his best season ever, 
notched his fifth win and with it 
put his name into the record 
books as being only the third rider 
in AMA history to score a “grand slam." 

In the short space of just under three 
seasons Roberts has scored a victory in 
every form of competition on the 
National circuit. In fact his grand slam 
was accomplished in the span of 16 
races beginning with a half-mile victory 
at Ascot in October last year. It took 
Dick Mann 20 seasons to accomplish the 


same feat. 
Roberts dominated the National 
once he. drew away from .his 


competition in the early laps. Gary 
Scott, moving up from a bad start, 
motored into second near the half-way 
and held it to the checkers. Rookie 
Expert Mike Caves, a Peoria favorite 
aboard a Roger Reiman Harley, finished 
third. 

Peoria was its usual self — hotter 
than hell — although that didn't keep 
the crowds away. Neither did the early 
morning rain that delayed the start of 
the program but may have helped the 
track conditioning. 

It was evident from the beginning 
that Roberts was in top form and that, 
as he put it, “I can finish in the top 





three if I don't have something stupid 
happen like last year when I dropped 
my bike." 

Practice at Peoria delights the 
spectators and they crowd the fences 
around the jump to stand in awe of the 
riders. Roberts, smooth and 
business-like drew admiration from the 
fans, but it was Dave Aldana who really 
got their blood pumping. Aldana, 
plagued in past weeks by a circulation 
problem that creates extreme stiffness 
in his wrists, soared higher and farther 
than anybody over the jump. 


Roberts,. fastest unofficially іп 
practice, made it official in time trials, 
knocking better than half-a-second off 
his record of last year. Mark Williams 
blasted his Triumph to second-fastest 
time followed by Chuck Palmgren, Dave 
Aldana and Mike Caves. Gary Scott was 
ninth. 


The field narrowed down to 40 riders 
for the heats with a lot of top racers 
absent from the listing. Mert Lawwill 
and Rex Beauchamp were missing from 
the program as both are recovering from 
racing injuries. Don Castro practiced but 
found the track too rough on his 
slowly-recovering injuries. Dick Mann, 
supported by crutches, would have 


- ridden if it was a half-mile, but said he 















doubted his foot could stand the 
beating of a TT. 

The first heat was a mini-National 
with the finishing positions being the 
same as those that would transpire a 
short while later. Roberts pulled away 
from the pack with Scott a distance 
behind, while Mike Caves held off 
repeated charges by Gene Romero. 

Mark Williams took Sonny Burres 
out of the lead on the fourth lap of the 


Chuck Palmgren led it for a while, 
concluded 4th.

with Burres and Pat McCaul following. 
In the third heat Chuck Palmgren 
started off in the lead but fell prey to a 
hard riding Chuck Joyner on the third 
lap with rookie Expert John Gennai 
finishing third. 

Team K&N rider Randy Cleek put it 
to a lot of seasoned racers in the fourth 
heat with a flag-to-flag win over Randy; 
Scott and Terry Dorsch. Cleek, although| 
pressured repeatedly by Scott, never 
gave ground. 

Rick Hocking earned his spot in the 
National the hard way. Rick was the 
second alternate for the first semi. When 
Gene Romero couldn't start because of. 
a broken timing chain and the first| 
alternate didn't show Rick got a place| 
on the line. John Hateley won the event 
with Rick second. 

Dave Aldana engaged in an early lap| 
battle with Ed Wirth and Ike Reed but 
then pulled away to win easily. The two 
crashed while jockeying for position oi 
the last lap and Scott Drake found 


Buddy Powell notched the win in the 
Trophy event after taking the lead from 
Rick Roberts near the halfway point. 
Roberts’ lead was, steadily whittled 
away by Powell, who finally passed and 
then set out to open a margin of hig 
own. Frank Gillespie worked up fro 
way back in the pack to finish (Ма. 

Kenny Roberts, once he pulled intd 
the lead and began to open up a margi 
ot breathing room, had little to do bu 
just ride around and make no mistakes 
Kenny has spent a lot of time latel 
running and exercising to "keep i 
shape." He was never actuall 
challenged after the first six laps. 


positions was tough. Chuck Palmgren 


initially held the lead for the first two 
laps before Roberts got by in the quick 
switchback after the jump. At that time 
Chuck Joyner was holding third with 
Caves in a close fourth and Mark 
Williams, Gary Scott, Randy Cleek and 
John Gennai in a bunch behind. Dave 
Aldana and Rick Hocking were fighting 
traffic way, way back. Joyner lasted 
only a couple more laps before he 
dropped out, while Burres developed a 
sick engine. 

Gary Scott, putting constant pressure 
on everyone in front of him, was 
making his way through traffic picking 
off a rider a lap and charging as hard as 
he dared to close the gap on second 
place while Roberts cooled his heels 
with a six-second cushion. 

Aldana, riding in obvious pain and 
actually gripping the handlebars with 
only one hand whenever possible, was 
cutting his way through the pack 
followed by Hocking. Scott aced Caves 
for second near the halfway point and 
set out after Roberts while Caves chased 
in third, followed by Chuck Palmgren. 

In the last laps Roberts cooled it as 
did Scott, neither one wanting to risk a 
foolish accident with the top two places 
securely in hand. Caves and Palmgren 
were having a third place battle às were 
Aldana, Cleek and Williams. Aldana 
picked off Cleek and then Williams with 
Cleek following to pass Williams a lap 
later. 

Roberts, in acknowledging the 
victory, had the grand slam in “the back 
of my mind.” However, he was more 
interested in his string of three victories. 
“I knew I had it today,” he said. 

Gary Scott, although second, felt 
that “Peoria treated me better this year 
than ever before." The finish kept Gary 
in the hunt, although Roberts gained 
another 30 points to give him a 331 
point cushion 1587 to 1256. 

Roger Reiman, sponsor of Mike 
Caves, joked with Mike and told him 
that next year “that’s where we want to 
be” (meaning sipping the champagne). 

Back in fourth, Chuck Palmgren was 
making reference to “feeling like I got 
my butt busted out there." John

Good times rolled at Moto-Masters 
Park for Jimmy Weinert as Kawa- 
saki’s fair-haired boy won both 
Open class motos to overtake 





points leader Tony DiStefano in 
the National standings. Unlike pre- 
vious weeks where the two riders 
settled their friendly dispute by 
bumping bars; (“Jimmy had the good 
times while I did the rollin' " 
DiStefano.) Weinert went about the 
business of winning unhassled. Tony 
had other problems to solve and never 
got close. 

Consistency, or the lack thereof, was 
a key factor in the outcome of today's 
250cc race. Marty Tripes came out on 
top with a set of 1-5 finishes in the two 
forty-minute-plus-two-lap motos. Gary 
Jones and Tim Hart followed with 4-3 
and 2-6 scores, respectively. Pierre 
Karsmakers lost out on a sure first moto 
victory when his bike succumbed to the 
infamous mudhole just two laps from 
the finish. Jimmy Ellis, who won the 


In the "dry" second round after a 
mudhole by-pàss had been arranged, 
Pierre once again nabbed an early lead. 
Jimmy Ellis was right behind however; 
and before ten minutes had passed, he'd 
gotten around Karsmakers and started 
to build a lead. Their one-two positions 
remained unchanged during the 
remaining half hour. 


Third and fourth places were held by 
Gary Jones and Kent Howerton right 
from lap one and they, too, held off all 
challengers to retain the same positions 
at the checkered flag. 


For the first fifteen minutes Hart, 
Thorwaldson and Tripes rode close 
together almost as a single six-wheeled 
unit, following Jim Turner's Bul. Then, 
one at a time they passed Turner and 
took turns being fifth.

Howerton 
scored 25th in that race and followed it 
up with a fourth in the second leg, after 
the course had been rerouted around 
the quagmire. 

Shortly after the Mexico High School 
Band brought thousands to their feet by 
playing the National Anthem, the gate 
dropped for the first charge of the 250s. 
Several riders piled up in a first turn 
chain reaction, among them Rich 
Eierstedt, Rich Thorwaldson, and Bob 
Thompson. Of the three, only 
Thorwaldson was able to make a 
showing in the final results. He 
remounted to finish fifth in the moto, 
recovering from almost dead last. 


Meanwhile, Pierre had assumed his - 


familiar position out in front. Jim 
Turner followed at a respectful 
distance ahead of Bob Harris, John 
Savitski, and Jimmy Ellis. Marty Tripes 
was way back in 24th place beginning 
the long hard ride that would make him 
winner in that moto. 

On the third lap, Jimmy Ellis pulled 
off, his left-side handlebar dangling 
from the clutch cable. “I didn’t fall, 
went through the mudhole and it just 
broke,’’ Ellis shrugged in 
disappointment. 

At about the thirty minute mark 
Bob Harris bogged in the mudhole, 
losing his chain in the process. While 
Harris and the track assistants hustled to 
exhume the Maico and remount its 
chain, Tim Hart, then Marty Tripes, 
then Jim Turner splashed past. Bob’s 
bummer dropped him to an eventual 
twelfth in the moto.

It was generally agreed after the first 
250cc moto that it might be a good 
idea to reroute the course around the 
mudhole.

What’s really impressive is the way 
Jimmy Weinert won that one muddy 
moto, fighting through the same 
ridiculously sloppy mire that stopped 
almost every other competitor at least 
once. 

Texan Steve Stackable took the lead 
coming out of turn one, followed by 
Tony Wynn, Rex Staten, and Scott 
Jordan. Weinert had: narrowly avoided 
the first corner crash that took out 
Bryar Holcomb along with several 
Others. Jimmy ran in eighth place as 
they. went up the hill on the first lap. 
Holcomb restarted in twentieth. By the 
end of lap one Weinert had passed 
everyone but Stackable and, at the rate 
Jim was moving, Steve’s lead didn’t look 
very secure. On lap three, Weinert got 
by and held the lead for the remainder 
of the moto. 

Tony DiStefano, riding with a 
broken thumb and a shop-designed 
“orthopedic throttle” (as Weinert called 
it), had a handful of little nuisances that 
dragged his score down to fifth in the 
day’s Overall standings. A spark plug 
whiskered, killing the motor at one 
point; and the chain guide bent, 
derailing the chain at another. With 
Weinert riding so well and DiStefano 
tripped up by bad luck, the ‘change of 
National points lead was inevitable. 

Mike Hartwig, third on the National 
points list, also ran into problems. Mike 
crashed twice in the first moto, twisting 
and retwisting his knee in the falls. He 
didn’t contest the second round. 

At the end of the first moto,

Semics moved into third. Weinert was in 
sixth behind Holcomb and Staten. In 
the next two laps "Jammin' Jimmy" 
demonstrated how he'd earned the 
nickname; moving aggressively up into 
second place.

Hasten hastens to first

Larry Roeseler admitted that he “had to 
jump off and run a little” to keep going 
when the hills were congested. All that 
delay and he still finished sixth Overall 
on a trail bike! 

That downhill had real pucker 
power, too. It was one of those goodies 
on which you could kill your engine, 
lock up both brakes and still slide down 
99% out of control, dragging your feet 
and screaming. The trick was to let your 
engine do the screaming. After that hill, 
the rest of the course was anticlimactic. 

The Experts hit the bomb hill at 
9:15 and Kevin Hasten was riding 
smooth and easy but already holding a 5 
second lead over the next rider, 
Roeseler on a 100! I don't know if 
Larry.scouted the path he took past the 
bomb but it was spectacular. He went 
trhough the only place that had rocks 
but he never touched them, being 
several feet in the air at the time! I 
haven't seen so many mid-air 
corrections since the last time I went 
duck hunting. Also up front at the 
bomb was Bob Balentine but he didn't 


.make it all the way to the end as did 


Hasten and Roeseler. 

Coming up out of the dust after a 
good ride was Cordis Brooks who had 
his own race going with Wayne Cook for 
first 250. After arguing about it over 65 
miles of desert, Cordis Bul'ed his way

into second Overall and first Div. II 
Expert, just ahead of Wayne. (Hasten 
finished on a flat tire, with Cordis 
nipping at his heels — Ed.) 

Doug Winchell worked his way to 
fourth Overall but that was only good 
for third 250. Dean Modesett came in at 
fifth to take first Div. I, with Larry 
Roeseler right behind. Andy Kirker 
picked up the second Div. I spot and 
seventh Overall. As best we could tell at 
press time, the first Amateur was Max 
Eddy on a 175. 

The Novices started about 30 
minutes later but the first three to the 
bomb were pie-plates and they had a 
fantastic lead. The Dustmakers choose 
to start the pie-plates with the Novices 
and these three were no Noyices! The 
first green plate was 551c. However, at 
the finish, it was Alan Hitesalz in first. 
Alan was on a 175 as was the second 
Novice, Gene Rock. Proving that it was 
not a small bike course was Larkin Wight 
who tip-toed his "little" 500 Triumph 
into third. First Trail Novice was Don 
Hoffman. These results are frantically 
unofficial! 

(Note: If you find a black leather 
enduro bag with a pull rope in it, lost 
somewhere between the bomb and the 
first check, it fell off Rotorcycle’s 
Rokon! Call John at Rotorcycle,

The most important апа 
attention-demanding design change over 
previous YZs, of course, is the 


'monoshock suspension. Yamaha states 


that rear wheel travel has been increased 
from the conventional 3.9 to a useful 
6.3 inches. The monoshock itself 
appears to be a masterpiece in 
engineering, especially in that it’s 
completely rebuildable. We were shown 
an exploded view in the upcoming parts 
book, so that each and every piece can 
be ordered separately from the dealer. 
Three spring weights will be available, 
with the medium strength being 
installed at the factory. The only catch 
in rebuilding your own comes upon 
reassembly. You'il have to take a run 
down to the dealer's for a:320 psi 
recharge of nitrogen for the dampening 
unit. 

Most of the other changes were made 
simply to accommodate the new 
suspension. The frame, obviously, is 
completely new. The fork angle was 
increased to compensate for the extra 
rear end travel, and a new expansion 
chamber was fitted around the new 
shock/spring unit. A slight increase in 
weight, 216 pounds for the 360 and 213 
pounds dry weight for the 250, along 
with a slightly higher center of gravity, 
was sacrificed in favor of the improved 
suspension. - 

A new dual element air cleaner 
replaces the older YZ single element 
package. 

Motor changes were limited to a 
minor reworking of the ports for a 
reported increase in torque, е

One of the more dubious ad- 
vantages of owning a registered 
motorcycle in our state is that 


your name and 


available to anyone with some- 
thing to sell and enough money 
for postage. The stuff that comes 
in your mailbox is sometimes pret- 
ty far out. About once every two or 
three months I get a catalog from an 
outfit called J. C. Whimey and Co., 40 
pages of motorcycle stuff in miniature 
type and outrageous hype. Everything 
from sissy bars to socket wrenches. Need 
footpegs? They got “desert” pegs for 
Suzukis, “‘moto-cross” pegs for Hondas, 
and “triple-chrome-plated illuminated 
pegs with your choice of red or amber 
lenses” for anything you want to mount 
them on. 

Some of the stuff in that catalog 
might be pretty useful, especially to 
guys who live a ways from the shop, like 
gasket sets, engine and carburetor 
rebuild kits and replacement taillight 
lenses. Those are the things your dealer 
seems to have chronically back-ordered. 
In fact, I could almost be fond of that 
catalog were it not for a few not-so-nice 
features. 

Want to set the sport of 
motorcycling back about four years in 
your neighborhood with a set of noisy 
glass-packs? They got them. How about 
a nice cheap helmet, one that will leave 
a Budweiser beer label on the mess that 
was your head. Only. $19.88 and it’s 
approved by the American Association 
of Motor Vehicle Administration, 
whatever the hell that might be, but not 
by Snell. 

Of course if you really want to do it 
to yourself, you can order their 16” 
extended front end made of genuine 
“cold-rolled steel.” If they advertise 
things made of cold-rolled steel, it kind 
of makes you wonder what some of the 
other stuff is made of. 

Now that motorcycling has come of 
age (profitable age, that is), we can 
expect to see a number of these mail 
order discount houses arise from the 
depths of merchantillia. If you decide to 
shop from them, be careful and do so 
only for convenience, not price. The 
Whitney outfit advertises “most items 
25 to 45 percent below dealer prices." I 
checked a couple of items just for the 
hell of it. Their price on a 4.00x18 
knobby of unspecified brand is $27.88. 
Al Fox in Burbank tells me the list price 
on a Cheng Shin is $27.98 (and if you 
tell him you're a friend of mine, he'll 
knock off 10 percent, but don't try that 
with all ыш: Some of them add 10 
percent.) Whitney's sells *Spare Tire in 
a Can" for $2.24. Pep Boys has it for

$.99. There are some apparent bargains. 
Whitney’s advertises an oxyacetylene 
welding outfit for $84.95, between $15 
and $30 cheaper than you can get it at 
Monkey Wards. But since there’s no 
brand name, the quality of the outfit is 
a guess. 

Hey, can you dig this? A helmet 
speaker kit, only $6.88. Mount four of 
those in your Bell Star and go motoring 
across the desert digging Willie and the 
Hand Jive in Quad... 

Here’s something else you won’t be 
able.to resist: It’s called Freedom Chain, 
and if that little contradiction in terms 
doesn't completely. blow you away, 
maybe you're ready. Freedom Chain is 
actually a mess of several -chains 
designed to surround a helmet and lock 
it to some staunch part of the 
motorcycle. The thing is carried in a 
plastic pouch, making it about the same 
size as the paperback edition of The 
Gulag Archipelago and somewhat 
heavier, in a non-metaphysical sense. 
The manufacturer states, "You'll never 
lose another helmet and the threat of 
theft will be eliminated." Aside from 
making the same mistake of countless 
would-be tyrants, thinking that an idea 
can be eliminated with a chain — ask 
Solzhenitsyn about that — it seems to 
me that this gadget would accomplish 
exactly the opposite effect. It looks 
exactly like one of those silly puzzles 
where the magician removes some 
object from a network that nobody else 
can figure out. Any normal, red-blooded 
individual would absolutely have to see 
if he could get the helmet out of the 
chain network. Since this isn’t supposed 
to be a trick, at least I don’t think it is, 
presumably he would fail. What does he 
do then? He steals the whole motorcycle, 
that’s what he does! And thus, does the 
human spirit triumph over $20 worth of 
paranoia. 

Not all mail, of course, is of the 
friendly commercial variety. Some of it 
is almost sinister. Take the letter that 
Papa Wealey got recently from Tim 
Elliot. “‘Let’s start an ugly rumor,” 
wrote Elliot, “Ron Schneiders was seen 
at the. Rose Bowl Swap Meet with his 
typewriter and Bultaco for sale. Has the 
angry old man gone over to the other 
side??? And his tennis shoes looked like 
‘hiking’ tennis shoes.” 

Naturally, Papa called me in to 
explain this vicious attack. I was still 
somewhat shaken because I had never 
expected to get caught, but I 
remembered the guiding principle of our 











great former president, never tell the 
truth under any conditions, so I imme- 
diately denied everything and told Papa 
that I had been to an enduro that day. 

Unfortunately, it didn’t take more 
than three days of careful research for 
Papa to find out there wasn’t any 
enduro, but this time I was ready. 
Before he could accuse me of lying I 
declared -my previous statement 
inoperative and excitedly insisted that a 
crack team of Cycle News Investigators 
should immediately look into the 
disappearance of the enduro. Obviously 
anti-motorcycle forces were at work 
here. 

Papa thought that one over for a few 
days and then told me that he had come 
to the conclusion that there really 
wasn't any enduro, but since it was 
obviously impossible to prove the 
nonexistence of a nonexistent event, 
that he was going to take a different 
tack. He wanted me to tell him exactly 
where I was on July 21, 1974, and 
prove it. Naturally, I couldn't recall 
where I was on that particular day, but I 
assured him that he could check with 
my. wife, who keeps track of comings 
and goings. I even offered to get her on 
the phone for him. 

“Hi, Stonewall,” I said to her, “Papa 
Wealey wants to ask you some 
questions. I want you to give him full 
and complete answers, full of truths and 
all that.” I explained to Papa that 
Stonewall was just a term of 
endearment between us. Papa took the 
phone and said, “Mrs. Schneiders, all I 
want to ask..." That was as far as he 
got. For the next four hours and 
thirty-two minutes he just sort of 
nodded as he gradually fell into a sort of 
paralytic trance. When there was no 
further sign of life, I took the phone out 
of his hand and hung it up. My wife was 
giving him a recipe for a peanut-butter 
and zucchini souffle. 


In spite of this victory of words over 
truth, I knew that I was far from home 
free, and I decided that I had better do 
some careful thinking. Actually, it 
started innocently enough, with an ad in 
the paper about a “motorcycle swap 
meet.” It so happened that at that time 
I had five motorcycles, three of which 
were Bultacos, and two of which were 
virtually identical Matadors, being a 
mere year apart in age. Why not, I 
thought, take Matador Number Two to 
the swap meet and trade it for 
something that I really needed, like a 
small Steinway, a sailboat, a 200-watt 
Marantz amp, a cabin near Kitsbuhl, a 
small Fiat or even money.-I mean, really 
there’s all sorts of things that a person 
really needs that I didn’t have, and here 


I had two Bultacos. Even when I was 
thinking about it, of course, I knew I 
had to be careful. If Senor Bulto heard 
that I was contemplating the sale of one 
of his fine motorcycles to some 
unknown stranger, at a swap meet, for 
God’s sake, he would probably have me 
ground up and used to surface the 
Tijuana bull ring. 

I had never been to a swap meet 
before, so I thought over what I had 
read about them. I seemed to recall 
pictures of people hassling one another 
m the midst of incomprehensible 
clutter. Did they customarily sit 
cross-legged on oriental rugs, or was I 
thinking of. something else? People 
couldn't really hassle each other much if 
they were sitting around discussing the 
price of something and taking periodic 
belts from a well-stoked hookah, but 
somehow I didn’t think that would 
make it in Pasadena. And my one 
motorcycle would hardly clutter my 20 
by 20 foot space. Obviously I needed 
something else. 

Not being much of a saver, I couldn’t 
find much to create the proper 
atmosphere of clutter. I had some old 
sprockets, some discarded knobbies 
(“Side knobs aren't sharp, y'know"), an 
old pair of boots, and a typewriter that 
had been honorably retired in favor of 
an IBM. Typewriters might be the last 
consumer item in the whole world that 
the U.S. still makes best. And if 
someone writes in to tell me that IBM 
typewriters are actually made in Taiwan 
or Nicaragua, I'll cry. 

Bright and early Sunday 1 took 
possession of my space and tried to 
clutter it. I could see I was a rank 
amateur at this business. A guy across 
from me looked like he had the entire 
contents of a San Femando Road junk 
yard spread out in front of him. The 
only person at the Rose Bowl with a 
cleaner operation than me was the ice 
cream salesman.

of the classic flavor of Norton 
Interstates and Clubman Velos with the 
black tank/gold pinstriping treatment. 
Then you look close and see that the 
striping is rather gross, and the tank 
lacking that deep, lustrous black of an 
English classic. The paint is “сапду 
charcoal” with flecks of silver in it. 

At a distance, the styling achieves its 
purpose, and attention to “customer 
appointments" is up to Honda 
standards. Steering, ignition, and 


seat/helmet locks all take the same key, 
all inscribed with the key number they 
accept to facilitate easy theft. Under the 
seat is a relatively good tool kit stashed

in a covered (and nominally 
weatherproof) plastic tray along with 
the owner's manual. Right next to the 
tool tray is a ‘little covered grille 
admitting under-seat air to the engine 
via a well sealed air box. 

Lights and controls are all new 
federal standard legal, and 
straightforward. Both elements of the 
taillight bulb blew once during our 900 
mile test, the only observed electrical 
failure. 

Riding it in the commuter/tourer 
mode, it is a fairly smooth, -functional 
motorcycle, Control forces are all light 
and predictable, and vibration is 
minimal. A slight high-frequency buzz 
at certain speeds is the worst of it. 
There’s some primary-drive lurch that 
has to be gotten used to. It’s annoying, 
especially when the engine is cold. 

The engine is cold-blooded in the 
mornings, and the butterfly type choke 
has an interlock to the throttle stop 
which allows unattended  fast-idle 


warming while you attend to your 
gloves, goggles, parachute-silk scarf, or 
whatever. 

In traffic, the engine pulls cleanly 
from 3500 RPM onward, but not 
strongly until over 6500 RPM. You can

move along at lower RPM without 
stirring the gearbox, but to grab a 
handful and scoot, you'll find yourself 
dropping down two and sometimes 
three gears to get any immediate action. 

This brings us back to this “heart of 
a Ferrari in the body of a Buick" which 
is the real problem. You see, imprisoned 
in the unavoidable avoirdupois of a 
“customer” touring bike is an engine 
that just cries to be used as a race 
engine. It loves to run in a band 
between 6500 and 10,500 RPM, and it’s 
coupled to a crisp shifting five speed 
gearbox with ratios spaced to keep it 
wailing all the time, if you want it to. 
What’s frustrating is — here you are, 
making these beautiful wailing noises, 
engine singing, throwing bitchin’ shifts 
with the close ratio box — and in terms 
of real-life scoot, you're still tiding a 
toad. All the lovely Sturm und Drang 
notwithstanding, it’s probably 
marginally slower than Honda’s 360 
Twin. A 175cc Enduro bike blew it into 
the weeds. Aaarrgh! 

That’s just the beginning. The rear 
shocks are a disaster. We received our 
test bike with 1600 miles on the clock, 
and early rides on it convinced us we'd 
experienced a new low in boingy 
Japanese shock behavior. Stuff it into a 
corner, and you're riding a pogo stick 
with handlebars. So we ordered a set of 
new Honda shocks and installed them. 
Better. Still not good, but better. The 
rear end settled down to a more normal 
slow Dutch roll, boingy and wobbly 
entering a turn on shutoff, squatting 
down and tracking straighter under 
throttle. 

So someone had completely wasted a 
pair of stock shocks in 1600 miles. We 
put about 600 more on the new set, and 
seat-of-the-pants says that they, too, 
were beginning to degrade as the miles 
went on. The damping just gradually 
goes away. Even if you're not an 
inveterate cafe racer, this is hurtin' to 
bolt such short-lived equipment to a 
high-ticket tourer. 

(Later, we tried out a set of 
Boge/Mulholland units with interesting 
results. See box.) 

You can’t get it over far enough 
without grounding ‘to exceed the 
dry-pavement adhesion of {һе 
Bridgestone rubber. On left-handers the 
culprit is, as usual, that centerstand 
extension that clears the exhaust. When 
you hit some wavy pavement heeled 
over, the stock shocks, as usual, go 
away, the stand smacks the pavement 
with a heavy "graunch," and you 
bounce sideways a couple inches. 
Surprisingly, with all this violence going 
on, the bike remains fairly unperturbed. 
Wobbly, imprecise, but forgiving. The 
Bridgestones seemed very skatey on wet 
stuff. When they break loose, you usually 
can recover instead of falling down. 

Now, about the brakes. The front 
disc carries a different part number, but 
looks suspiciously similar to the one on 
the CB 360G. (Honda service confirm: 
it’s basically the same unit.) Whatever 
the reason, it behaves as though it were 
carrying about 100 pounds more 
motorcycle. than it was designed for. 
Idiot-proof it may be, in terms of 
inadvertently locking the front wheel, 
but you get a little braking torque for a 
whole lot of lever effort. It takes a lot 
of squeeze to squeal the front wheel. 
Then, too, there’s a slight amount of 
fork twist with the single disc, so the 
bike will twitch as you lay on the brakes 
while setting up for a corner. It never 


you? 


faded, however, and was always there 
when needed. 

Wanna hear the final insult? The 
head gasket leaks. A weepage of oil 
escapes continuously down a stud 
between two cylinders. The engine also 
sucks oil around the intake guides on 
shutoff, which means people behind 
you always know when you're backing 
off the throttle. 

Honda Service tells us the oil 
weepage can be: due to a slight surface 
defect in the casting under one of the 
head nuts; head needs re-torquing after 
break-in; or somebody's had the head 
off and not replaced the head bolt 
washers with the stock Honda article. 
The washers are critical, both іп 
thickness and material, for getting the 
head to torque up properly. 

The rest of the maintenance picture 
is fairly straightforward. Honda supplies 
a decent owner's manual with enough 
information in it to guide the 
do-it-yourselfer through routine 
servicing, including front disc brake 
adjustment,. valve gap adjustment, and 
ignition timing. They’ve done their best 
to reduce the complexities of owning a 
four to the bare minimum. 

All in all, the CB 350 Four never 
ceased to be fun to ride, until we started 
measuring it on a sliding scale, relating 
what it is to what it could be. Not 
everybody uses the same measuring 
stick. Our tester was burbling up 
Hawthorne Boulevard on the Palos 
Verdes Peninsula in California late one 
day, loafing through the sweeping bends 
when a big Fat Daddy Cadillac went 
hissing by on its arrogant way up the 
hill. Naturally, our boy gave chase, and 
as he hung on the Caddy's tail, Fat 
Daddy kept pushing it faster and faster 
in an unsuccessful effort to pull away. 

A stop light brought the 80 MPH 
chase to a brief halt as car and bike 
drifted slowly up to the line, 
anticipating the light change. When it 
came, Fat Daddy mashed the pedal and 
black smoke belched with an arrogant 
His-s-s from the Cad's tortuous tailpipe. 
Our man on the Honda, big catbird grin 
on his face, stayed right by the guy's 
door, part throttle and shifting at 7,500 
RPM; then, holding it in third, just let it 
wail up to 10,500 and danced away 
lightly.

A. set of better shocks alone go a 
long way in improving the CB 
350F, yet at the same time point 
to the next step needed in setting 
up the motorcycle for better 
handling. 

The units we tried were Inter- 
part's Boge/Mulholland Super 


Sports, recommended for two-up and 
high speed riding. Along with the 
damper units we obtained a set of 
90-120 pound  progressive-wound 
springs, one of many weights available. 
These stiff, progressive springs are 
probably better suited to the heavier 
Fours, but seemed to hold the most 
promise for curing the stock 350F 
Honda's “‘squishy”’ rear end behavior. 

Installation is a simple bolt-up with 
the bike on the center stand. The left 
shock goes on a little tight, since the 
lower body on the Boge is a larger 
diameter than the stock Honda unit. It’s 
a force fit beside the chainguard, but 
does not create serious clearance 
problems. 


~ Considerably fatter reservoir/ 


damping body of the Boge 
presses tight against the chain guard, 
but causes no real clearance hassles. 
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Getting the stiff springs on the shock 
bodies requires some muscle. Best to 
have a good bench vise handy, because 
it takes three hands by the time you're 
done. : 

Installing the Boges, we noted that 
their free extended length is about one 
half inch greater than stock. That fact, 
combined with the stiff springs, makes 
the rear end sit from a half inch to an 
inch higher than normal under most 
conditions. This has various effects as 
we'll note later. 

On the road, what a difference! 
Stock, the rear end wanted to pump up 
and down at the slightest provocation. 
Now, it hardly moves. Ever. Even with 
one 200 pound tester, total travel seems 
to be about one inch. With the stock 
shocks, encountering a crossroads rain 
drain when heeled over induced two, 
maybe three frightening lurches out of 
the rear end, combined with equally 
unnerving front end waggle. Same place, 
about five MPH faster with the Boges, 
not a wiggle. The bike just smacks your 
rump and keeps right on tracking — the 
rear suspension barely moves. 

Now let's try something different — a 
change-up series of esses on varying 
grades. Here we encounter the first hint 
of trouble. Entering a fast downhill 
swerve, the stock forks, which are still 
quite soft with barely adequate 
damping, compress maybe two inches 
while the rear end is sitting a good inch 
higher than it would stock. You guessed 
it, the bike starts to slowly wobble. The 
harder you use the brakes while stuffing 
it in, the more noticeable the wobble 
gets. Once on the throttle, the soft front 


end rises up, the rear squats a bit, and 


the wobble goes away. 

On the Honda, shocks are just Step 
One in a balanced plan of modification 
that will allow the front and rear ends 
to work together, not against each 
other. (This is a pitfall that grabs all too 
many cafe racers.) 

Step Two should be increasing the 
front spring rate and damping rate. 
Adding spacers might help a little, but 
this only affects pre-load, not spring 
rate. There’s a critical difference. Doing 
it right would require a stiffer spring. 
Bringing the damping up to snuff with 
the increased spring rate will probably 
call for more than just using heavier 
fork oil, also. Time didn't allow further 
experimentation in this direction. 

Allowing for the fact that front/rear 
behavior is heavily interdependent, the 
Boge/Mulhollands do a fine job. The 
90-120 springs might seem too stiff for 
some riders; our advice is use what suits 
you — there are plenty of spring rates to 
choose. from. We've not got enough 
miles on them to try to predict service 
life. They are rebuildable, and their 
“building block” design based оп 
interchangeable parts. allows a wide 
range оҒ modification possibilities 
through a “parts bin engineering” 
approach. Mucho fun for the 
compulsive experimenter. Now it’s your 
move. ©

How much horsepower a two 
stroke engine will put out (or how 
well it does its job) is controlled 
‚Бу three factors: A) where the 
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the assembly line, it can be improved if 
you go the right way. Screw up and you 
can throw away the cylinder and start 
over again. 

But the 125 Zundapp cylinder is very 
expensive, so be careful. At $298.96 
each (you get a new piston with it), you 
don't want to be ruining too many of 
them. There's a reason. You get just 
what you pay for and these days if you 
get 50£ for a buck you're lucky. 

A Zundapp cylinder and piston will 
last almost forever if you take care of 
them. The cylinder never has to be 
bored (it's chrome plated), and the 


piston is a forged piston by Maul, the: 


best there is. 
I've got a 125 ISDT cylinder, 1965 
model that had a 56mm bore and a 


50mm stroke. This cylinder went 
through one Six Days, that’s 1,000 
miles the hard way. Then I raced 


motocross with it for three and a half 
years here in California in the 125cc 
Expert class and it still only has a .002 
clearance. You’re maybe saying, “Yeah, 
but that was you, E.C., and before you 
a factory rider who knew just what he 
was doing. What about me, I’m just Joe 
Average?" 

Well, if you're Joe Average, maybe a 
Zundapp is the best bike for you. I've 
seen hundreds of Zundapps belonging to 
Joe Averages with thousands of miles on 
them that were just as good as they 
were the day they were new. Two things 
to remember are to keep the dirt out of 
it (clean the air filter and the air box 
after each race) and if you have an 
Enduro, check the ring end gap every 
500 miles. When the end gap gets up 
around .015 to .016 replace them. On 
the Zundapp MX model you have to be 
a little more careful because it has only 
one dyke ring. I check mine after every 
three races. Replace this ring if it has 
more than .010 clearance. 

I run an Enduro piston in my racers 
because I may not have time to pull the 
engine down and look at it when I 
should. The horsepower between the 
two pistons is only a couple of tenths so 
don't worry about detuning your MX 
by using an Enduro piston. You will 
never know the difference. 

Alright, so the cylinder is chrome 
plated and it can't be bored. What do I 
do if I break a ring and score the 
$298.96 cylinder? 

I've made sleeves for the Zundapp 
that start at 125cc engine size and go up 
to 150cc if you want to. Sleeves cost 
$26.95, piston $34.88, and installation 
(if you don’t have a machine shop to do 
it for you), $60.00, which is also the 
finish bore. Total $121.83. 

Let’s take a quick look at the spark 
maker. The new Zundapp MX bike has 
a Bosch pointless magneto. Now, in 
Germany they must have some pretty 
bad gas, because you can’t advance the 
timing more than just a hair over 2.0mm 
and the engine would like to have about 
2.5 or 3.0mm, so you will have to notch 
the backing plate a bit more to get a 
setting somewhere in this range. If you 
have taken the lights off your Enduro 
and started racing it, set the points at 
.013, and the timing at 2.95 to 2.5mm 
BTDC for best performance. Note of 
warning: With the new pointless mag 
don't kick the engine over without the 
spark plug wire grounded. You might 
blow either the electronic box or the 
pulse emitter. 

Since this is the first year the 
Zundapp has used the pointless magneto 
in their bike I think it's worth while to 


-show you how it works. Also just for 


the knowledge in the back of your head 
most all pointless ignition systems work 
on this principle. See Diagram No. 1. 

As the pole plate rotates, the storage 
capacitor in the electronic box is 
charged via the charging armature 
foe at the moment of ignition, the 
pole shoe tags off pole plate (two) as it 
turns past the pulse emitter (three) on 
the armature plate. This induces a 
voltage pulse in the input coil which is 
rectified and then opens the locked 
thyristor via a diode. The potential of 
the storage capacitor can now discharge 
across the conducting thyristor track 
(four) and the primary winding of the 
ignition coil. The high voltage required 
for ignition is generated in the 
secondary winding and produces the 
spark at the spark plug. The main 
important thing is you don't have to 








worry about the points going closed on 
you or having to service the mag. Even 
the Zundapps that use points are next 
to trouble free because there is an 0 ring 
groove in the case where the mag cover 
goes, making it dirt and water proof, 
and I have run one set of points for 
more than a year of racing without 
replacing them. The biggest problem 
with a Zundapp is the fact that if you 
treat it right you don’t have anything to 
work on, and that takes all the fun out 
of playing mechanic. 

Every manufacturer of motorcycles 
looks for more horsepower in new 
models and Zundapp is no exception. 
They have been up late doing their 
homework and go one step further, 
that’s putting a stress on dependability. 
First it has to be capable'of winning the 
Six Days because what you are buying is 
what they won a Gold Medal with thc 
year before. Only after they know it's 
the best they can build will they let it 
leave the factory for you. 

The first Zundapp 125cc engines that 
we saw in the United States had 12.5 
DIN horsepower, then came the 15.0 
DIN HP version, and now we have the 
19.0 DIN HP engine. 

If you're anything less than an 
Expert MX rider, then all you need to 
do is learn to use the horsepower that 
the new MX has and.you won't have 
any problem winning races and seeing . 
your trophy shelf fill up. If you're an 
Expert (or like me can't keep your 
hands off the cylinder), then there's 
room for improvement. 

There are three kinds of horsepower, 
the kind you hear about, the kind a 
manufacturer claims you have, and the 
kind that really counts: how much you 
get to the rear wheel. 

The days of a seat-of-the-pants type 
of building racing bikes is over with. A 
dyno is not the whole answer but it’s a 
necessary tool if you want to get out 
that last bit of power. Then you prove it 
on the race track. My dyno doesn’t 
make you feel good because it's a rear * 
wheel dyno, and what you see is what 
you get. It’s not the reading that you 
get that’s important, it's what 
percentage of increase you give the 
engine which makes the difference. 

The stock Zundapp engine will 
measure out three to four horsepower 
less on my dyno than what the factory 
claims, which isn't too bad. Мое. 
Diagram No. 2: curve number one is a 
stock 15.0 DIN Enduro engine, just the 
way it came out of the box. Curve 
number two is the same engine after it 
had been tuned properly on the dyno. 
This goes to show that whatever kind of 
bike you have, it must be tuned right to 
get out the maximum number of ponies. 

The 125cc Zundapp will pull a good 
solid 16.5 horsepower at the rear wheel 
when set up right. I've seen 250cc^ 
engines produce less, even though they 
claimed a lot more than any 19.0 
horsepower. 

You can get horsepower in three 
stages. Stage One, a little bit of sweat, 
reed valve and a reed pipe and you have 
a 30% increase. Stage two, 30mm Bing 
carb and a different air filter, about a 
40% increase. Stage three, 50 to 60%. 
Now you kind of spend your life savings 
it seems because no matter how you cut 
the cake horsepower costs cubic dollars 
and you can go just as fast as you want 
to, depending on how much you want 
to spend. This holds true for all bikes no 
matter what kind, and once you make 
the grade to Expert it gets expensive. 
There’s no such thing as a stock bike 
winning 125cc Expert class unless the 
rider is cherry picking. 

There’s one last step, which is a 
works engine. What is a works engine? It 
means to build a motorcycle with one 
thought: to be the best for a certain 
type of racing, a machine built to fit 
one rider, with only one goal, to be a 
winner in whatever it was built for. 

I’m always being asked is a reed valve 
the way to go? All I can say is that 95% 
of the time, yes. It will give you more 
horsepower than possible with a regular 
piston port design, but must be done 
right or you will wind up worse than 
stock. (See the dyno chart.) Any reed 
engine should have a special reed pipe 
built to fit the needs of the reed engine. 
The stock pipe on the 125cc Zundapp 
will work alright for you. If you have a

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have a problem, even with the engine in 
stock form it’s not very good (but it is 
quiet). If you build your Rickman and 
don’t do something with the pipe you 
won't notice enough top end 
horsepower to make it worthwhile, but 


.you will increase your bottom end 


torque a bunch. You can always get 
your high pipe modified later, or get a 


- low reed pipe if you want the maximum 


that the engine can give you. 

Reed porting: follow the steps in 
Diagram No. 3 and you won't be very 
far off for MX or TT racing. For Enduro 
or woods riding leave the ports as they 
are, and install the reed as per Diagrams 
No. 3 and No. 4, Diagram No. 5 is for 
MX. Don't use finger ports, and by all 
means don't let the tip of the ring run 
into a reed port or it. will be sleeve time 
for you. Modified reed cage and stops, 
worth another six to eight tenths of a 
horsepower, cost $10.95. 

Now I know you have been looking at 
the dyno chart and wondering how in 
the world did I get 23.0 plus 
horsepower. I can get more now because 
this power curve was plotted almost a 
year ago, September 19, 1973, and now 
I’m pushing 26.0 HP. 

To get this kind of reading you're 
looking at a works engine with a special 
sleeve, .080 maximum legal over-bore 
and everything possible done to the 
inside of the engine: blueprinted, 
mainshaft and гоа shot-peened, 
balanced, E.C. button mag. It costs, 
rounded off, about $28 per horse. 

A lot of today’s engines are capable 
of 20.0 HP at the rear wheel with some 
work done to them. Zundapp, Sachs, 
Hodaka, Honda, Suzuki, and Yamaha 
(to name a few), all have one common 
problem, that’s the lower rod bearing. 
The factory bearing just can’t stand the 
loads a racing top end can put on it. 

I've been using a special lower end 
rod bearing in a very extensive test for 
the past two years. It is made by hand 
out of a special space age nickle base 
alloy. The rollers are of a special grind 
that makes them a hair smaller on the 
end, which keeps them from scooting. 

This bearing was built by Mr. Bob 
Burris for cart engines, and I’ve now 
made it usable for motorcycle bottom 
end rod bearings. This E.C. bearing costs 
$14.50 and comes with. installation 
instructions. Some engines have to have 
machining done to the crank wheels and 
piston to use this bearing. If you want 
to take the easy way out, send us your 
crank assembly and piston and we will 
do all the machining and install the 
bearing for you. Installation costs from 
$50 to $75 depending on the crank. Is it 
worth it? Well, it's up to you. I've had 
these bearings go for more than a year 
and a half in a racing engine without 
failing. In fact, I’ve never had a problem 
with one of them. At the present we 


have this bearing in one size only, which, , 











fits most all engines. This bearing will 
work with any rod with a 24mm eye 
and a crank pin of 18mm. 

The 125cc to 150cc sleeve kit is the 
same liner for these sizes. The plus .080 
over piston is a special piston I have 
made for me by Venolia. It's a forged 
piston and comes with an unbreakable 
dyke ring. You can't buy it from 
Venolia because it's a special design of 
my own. Piston with ring, spacers, and 
pin (if needed) is $36.95. 

The 150cc engine size is the biggest 
you can make your engine without 
machining your cases or using a special 
liner. There is another kit on the market 
and the last one I saw was all wrong. If 
you try and use one of these, you're in 
for trouble, If you have bought one of 
them and wasted your cylinder, maybe 
we can save it. The biggest that you can

build your Zundapp without a ton of 
money is 160cc. This takes a sleeve O.D. 
of 2.850 and a piston that is 62mm bore 
size. Is it worth the extra cost? No, I 
don't think so. The 150cc will pull like 
a 450cc Maico on the bottom end and 
blow 99% of the 250s in the weeds. 

The Zundapp has another engine for 
your bike. Rickman chose it for their 
bike and they don’t do things half way. 
Tom Baugh put a Zundapp in his 
Penton because he liked it better than 
the Sachs engine it came with plus the 
Zundapp engine is seven pounds lighter 
than the Sachs engine. The Pendapp 
weighs in at 176 pounds with gas. Tom 
is a CMC Pro rider and winning races is 


Һе мау һе makes his living. 


Hope I’ve shed some light on the 
Zundapp for you. If I’ve left out 
anything you need to know, give me a 
call or drop a letter off to ‘Ask E.C.”, 
Cycle News West, East or Central. 

Is a Zundapp for you? Only you can 
answer that question, but you could do 
much worse.

Nancy Payne

Nancy Payne is pretty much a 
typical twenty year old, except 
for one thing. Sure, she likes all 
the things a girl her age likes — to 
dress up and go out and feel 
pretty, but there is also something 
different about her. Nancy Payne 
is the Woman’s Grand National 
Champion. She won it in a two day 
event held at Indian Dunes by scoring 
the most points in both motocross and 
grand prix events. 

Nancy has come a long way since her 
riding career started on a step through 
Honda 90, when she was 15. Her 
parents bought her the little bike to ride 
while spending the summer at a lake. 
Her life hasn’t been the same since. 

Nancy met some guys that summer 
who had Yamaha 125s and thought it 
would be fun to let her ride one so they 
could blow her off, but she surprised 
them by staying up with them. 

“I really began to bug my folks for a 
faster bike," says Nancy. She ended up 
with a Yamaha enduro. After a couple 
of months of riding some of her friends 
talked her into racing motocross at Oak 
Creek. She won her first race — beating 
two other girls. 

Nancy began to race pretty often, on 
a shop sponsored Rickman. Her father 
was à great supporter, but her mother 
wasn't at first. When her mother finally 
came out to a race, Nancy crashed hard 
right in front of the whole family! Her 
mom wanted Nancy to forget about 
racing right then and there, but she was 
sure that racing was what she wanted to 
do: She continued to practice and race. 
If not enough girls showed up, she 
would ride with the guys even though 
she didn't like it much. 

Grands Prix have always given Nancy 
trouble. Either her bike would break or 
she would fall or something else would 
go wrong. One year, after leading the 
Great Bear Grand Prix from the start 
and with only two laps to go the crown 
broke on her bike. After pulling into the 
pits everyone urged her to at least 
finish. She did with difficulty, but later 
found out she was never scored. She 
tried to find out what the problem was, 
but after getting a run-around she 
decided to forget the whole thing. She 
still won't ride that event. After all the 
grands prix she has ridden she nabbed 
her first win at the 1974 Viewfinders’ 
race. They’re not her favorite event. 

Now Nancy is completely. sponsored 
by her boyfriend Don Glasgow, who 
owns Pacific Customs. He bought Nancy 
a Honda 125 which she really likes. 
Nancy says she feels Don has helped to 
make her a better rider by watching her 
race and telling her about her mistakes, 
or during a race signalling her to take a 
better line. 

She works for Don and is very 
involved with. her job and often is on 
the road visiting distributors for PMC 
plastic tanks. After putting in lots of 
long hours, she. found herself getting a 
little *burnt-out" on racing for about 


six months. Although she continued to -

ride occasionally she decided to take a 
break from racing. Then after 
everything was a little bit more settled, 
Nancy went back to racing to prepare 
for the imminent Powder Puff National. 

With the title given to the girl who 
scored the highest in a single two day 
contest, it made it a little tougher than 
if it had been a series of events, and you 
could sense the pressure building in 
several of the girls. Nancy seemed as 
calm as always. She didn't do any 
special training for the event, jut riding 
as usual. 

She rode the Maico 250 (with which 
she scored the highest points) three days 
prior to the National and had lots of 
problems. After Don replaced the 
shocks everything seemed to work 
better and she felt and looked much 
better. 

At the end of the first day of the 
National Nancy had a good lead over

the other girls, but afraid something 
would happen, she didn't want to even 
risk thinking she had it made. It was 
during her second 125 Expert moto, she 
was running second and thought. she 
might be able to pass the first place 
rider, that her shocks gave out, almost 
throwing her over the handlebars. One 
completely broke away from her bike, 
while the other one collapsed: She still 
managed a third. Nancy feared this 
might be the beginning of a bad luck 
streak, but in her next moto (250 
Expert), Nancy cleaned house. 

That night she felt that she might 
stand a good chance, but didn’t want to 
get over confident. After dinner Nancy 
got a good night’s sleep (some girls 
mentioned they couldn't sleep either 
night) while Don worked into the wee 
hours getting her bikes ready for the 
final day. 

Again, Nancy dominated the 250 
class and by now almost everyone knew 
she had a good chance of winning. 
Nancy felt deep down that something 
still could go wrong, and sure enough 
after leading the 250 Grand Prix for 
over half the race she had bike problems 
and thought; "Oh, not again." She still 
managed a fifth. By now fatigue was 
beginning to show on some of the girls. 
Nancy took a quick shower and came 
out looking fresh — that's quite a feat 
after one ten lap moto and an hour long 
Grand Prix. 

Nancy felt more at ease.at the start 
of the final race — 125 GP — than any 
other time, maybe because it was almost 
over. Again she led the race and more 
problems set in with her Honda. With a 
pretty hard get off, Nancy began to 
start to get a little disappointed. Sure 
she'd blown the whole thing at the end 
of the last race, Nancy came in with 
tears in her eyes. After a couple of 
hours of sitting around wondering, it 
was Nancy who was called up to receive 
the- grand prize, a new 125 Can-Am 
presented by Gary Jones. Nancy felt she 
finally did something right. 

Lots of people are wondering if she 


will race the GaneAm, -but» Nancy feels «I+ * 


her Honda has been pretty good to her, 
so she'll stay with it. | 

Nancy feels she is stil! nowhere near 
her peak in racing. Although she would 
like to get married and have kids she 
doesn’t want to lose out on her racing 
career right now. 

This year AMA D-37 set up a points 
system for the girls with their own 
number one plate and Nancy has the 
motocross points lead there. When 
asked if she’s the best, she gets 
embarrassed and shakes her head. 

Since Nancy first started riding, there 
always were other girls who attracted 
more attention and got more mention. 
Even though Nancy won often she was 
sort of overlooked. This could be 
because Nancy is basically a shy person. 
She worries about people thinking she 
might get a big head. As Nancy put it, 
"I just figured my day would come." It 
sure looks like it has. e.

This season, Americans still have it in 
the bag, as nobody is going to challenge 
Bob Summers’ LSR for wheel-driven 
automobiles nor Gary Gabelich’s title as 
the Fastest Man on Wheels. But next 
year may be different, as a 27-year 
designer/inventor/driver from 
Melbourne, Australia named Johnny 
Conway, is building two vehicles with 
which an attempt will be made to bring 
the two American ultimate land speed 
records: to the Kiwi land. 

Conway's LSR ventures, intended to 
promote his Sanron rotary engine, 
which has been running now at 
Melbourne on a test bench for more 
than eight months, are backed up by his 
five partners with a total investment of 
$750,000. Details of this rotary engine, 
supposedly better than the current 
Wankel, Carol and Sarich rotaries, are 
still secret as U.S., Australian- and 
European patents are pending. 

Originally, it was planned to run his 
36-engined, 16-wheel car, called 
Australia Mach I, this winter at Lake 
Eyre in Australia. But, as Conway told 
us, the dry lake is so flooded that it may 
take a year for the water to disappear. 
As a result of this, next year’s 
Bonneville visitors will see his two 
revolutionary. vehicles. The Mach I car 
will only, make several exhibition runs, 
as Bonneville is too short for him. The 
car needs 20 miles to get above the 600 
MPH speed. The second vehicle which 
will show up on the Salt is a six-rotary 
engined motorcycle, driven by Bob 
Levy, a past Australian sidecar champion. 
He hopes to beat Rayborn's record, as 
the Sanron is built to be capable of 
traveling at 350 MPH. 

Prototype construction was started 
several months ago in Melbourne. The 
650 pound and 11-foot long bike has 
six engines — in three pairs — the front 
driving superchargers and the other four 
driving hydrostatic transmissions which 
feed oil to “motors” (patented) in both 
the front and rear wheels. 

The transmission is used in reverse 
function to provide braking. Front and 
rear suspension is conventional The 
rider lies down in a custom-formed 
foam capsule with a strong rollcage 
surrounding him. Two skids swing out 
to prevent the bike from toppling at low 
speeds. A periscope is used to provide 
forward vision. This greatly reduces 
frontal area and hence wind drag. The 
shell continues underneath the bike, 
with only absolute minimum cutouts 
for the two tires. Small fuel tanks are 
molded to the inside of the fiberglass 
shell. 

Each supercharged rotary 
four-stroke, valveless, 152 cubic inch 
engine develops 410 HP at 14,000 RPM; 
electronic injection, electronically- 
controlled ignition and water cooling is

Mid-Ohio Inter-Am. A 


couple days before our scheduled 


departure, the phone jingled and a 


voice with a Greek/slightly Swedish 
accent said 'Hi d'ere," from the other 
end, The voice continued on to offer us 
an afternoon of woods riding near 
beautiful outatown Lorain, Ohio on a 
brand new “Dick Burleson-designed" 
175cc Husqvarna. 


"Hey, awright!" was the immediate 
reaction as the quick-as- 
a-runaway-moped reporter's mind 
instantly recognized the name of the 
winner of five of the last six National 
enduros. King Richard himself, If 
Burleson designed it, the thought train 
muddled on, can a mere mortal and 
utter trail turkey like: me ride it? 

"Oh. sure," replied. the. Greek. cum 
Swede Jim Gianatsis, Ilusky’s new 





Director of Advertising and Public 
Relations, “Dick made it torquey. Even 
you can ride it.” 

It was with this last reassuring thought 
in mind that we strode into the 
Ilusqvarna Motocorp East shop 
Saturday for a look at the new mid-size 
machine. 

The basic bike, we first discovered, is 
identical to their 125. The only 
difference at a glance is the 175 WR 
inscription on the left side cover. Both 
machines use the smaller Husky frame 
that's two inches shorter in the center 
section than the standard frame. Up 
front vented Betor forks, shorter than 
the Husky units, straddle the Akront 
rim/ Leleu full-width front hub combo, 
The Leleu/Akront theme is carried on 





to the rear wheel as is the use of 
Trelleborg knobbies, Husky's standard 
rubber. The swingarm is the regular 
short item with Girling shocks mounted 
in the pre-suspension -revolution normal 
position. 

Regina 428 chain links the rear wheel 
to an unchanged 125 six-speed gearbox. 
The entire lower end of the motor is 
straight from the 125 SC, including the 
Motoplat CDI ignition. 

It’s up in the cylinder section that 
King Richard has added his royal touch. 
While porting specs were not available, 
we were assured that they were exactly 
the same as Burleson's 1973 ISDT bike, 
and that they did deliver just the right 
amount of power in just the right place 
on the RPM scale. The ports, plus a bore 
job from 55mm out to 64.5mm 
constituted the total departure in specs 
from the presently available 125. 

A Husky pipe with a Skyway insert 
keeps things quiet while efficiently 
directing spent pre-mix fumes to the 
rear. On the input end of the fuel tract, 
a “hi breather” air filter box takes a 
breath from under the seat and pipes it 
into a 32mm. Amal concentric 
carburetor. The fuel mixture awaits its 
fiery fate above in a "Lion-yellów" 1.85 
gallon steel tank. 

Other nice touches include crashproof 
ABS plastic fenders, nylon lined control 
cables, Sure-grip folding footpegs, and 
Magura easy-to-reach clutch and front 
brake levers. 





Clockwise: The use of Betor forks 
necessitated these replaceable bolt-on 
fork stops; not a bad feature for 
those of us who have been known to 
eat dirt frequently. The motor is 
basically the 125cc job with an 
enlarged top end and Burleson 
porting. Like any Husky, you kick it 
from the side, not from the saddle. 
Even our staff woods turkey could 
make it boogey through the 

Ohio greenery. 


The bike feels right sitting on it, The 
handlebars seemed close, due to the:two 
inch shorter than standard frame, but 
are simply adjusted to suit. An overall 
impression of lightness and good 
balance was apparent sitting still, 
wiggling the bars and bouncing the 
suspension in typical 
showroom-floor-test fashion. The actual 
weight according to the spec sheet, is 
approximately 200 Ib. 

Honking down a straight woods road, 
the 175's midrange to top end power is 
muscular enough to scare the bejeezus 
out of anyone except perhaps Burleson. 
Again, boogeying through narrow 
enduro trails, the midrange strength 
gives the left ankle a rest from working 
the shifter. The bike doesn't really need 
six speeds. When working up gulley 
sides, it isn't difficult once the proper 
gear is selected, to bur-rup up using the 
torquey midrange. Save the RPM's for 
long straights. 

Engine noise is higher than the 
Japanese bikes, due to the use of 
straight-cut gears and ample cooling fins 
which amplify the off-key gear tunes. 
Don't criticize it. Bevel cut gears are 
quieter, but the straight-cuts deliver the 
power. 

Finding fault with the bike falls into 
the domain of nit-picking. If you've 
found anything that is personally 
annoying about the Swedish. machines, 
it’s no doubt present in this one. It’s 
pure Husky. We liked it. e.

Killer 500cc 
‘motocross GP: 


One each to Heikki 
and Roger again, a 
bad day for Brad, and 
a worse one for Gerrit

NAMUR, BELGIUM, AUG. 4 


Reigning champion Roger 
DeCoster is giving this - year's 
500cc title challenger Heikki 


Mikkola a real run-off for the 
crown. And Sunday's GP, on the 
horrific citadel circuit in Roger's 
native Belgium put the decision 
off once again with both men 


winning one moto and coming second in 
the other. 

Now, at the last round in 
Luxembourg, Roger has to win both 
races and the two men will tie on points 
— the net total of the best twelve races 
in the series. The tie breaker will then 
be arider's largest number of seconds, 
and then third places, etc. At the 
moment both, men have an equal 
number, so all Heikki has to do is finish 
in the first three in either race to make 
sure of the title. But anything can 
happen — and certainly if the Belgian 
battle was a curtain raiser, there’ll be 
some mean racing. 

Luxembourg always produces some 
shock winners. The track is so tight and 
dusty, the first starter can often hold 
everybody else off. So anyone could get 
in amongst the two series leaders as a 
spoiler — anyone, that is, except 
DeCoster’s teammate Gerrit Wolsink. 

The amiable Amsterdam dentist 
suffered a terrible crash while leading 
the second race on the first lap. He was 
edged off the track and into a tree, and 
was rushed to the hospital with a 
concussion and with what were then a

suspected broken leg and ribs. Latest 
news is that injuries are internal. It was 
a shocking incident which should never 
have been allowed to happen. The fact 
that it was, is a condemnation of the 
most appalling motocross circuit I have 
ever seen. Husky's Roland Аггеһп, 
representing the Swedish Federation on 
the international jury, made an official 
protest that the track did not conform 
with FIM rules — in particular the width 
varied between 2.5 metres and four 


metres, when the rules insist on a 
minimum of five metres. 

But the track could not be made any 
wider, because it cut through a heavily 
wooded hillside, twisting in and out of 
the thick trunks, up and down for 300 
feet. Apart from the trees, other hazards 
included sections of public road, rock 
faces, and a stretch in front of a local 
hotel. 

The Belgians are proud of their 
circuit at Namur. It is one of the oldest

modern day road racers have outgrown 
the old TT course on the Isle of Man, 
motocross bikes are no longer built to 


tackle a course which would have been: 


hazardous enough on a trials bike. 

The track was tricky enough in the 
dry, but a heavy thunderstorm 
overnight made conditions really nasty. 
Adolf Weil was fastest practicer during 
Sunday's timed training at two minutes 
57 seconds, followed by Mikkola, Willi 
Bauer, DeCoster and Wolsink. 

Brad Lackey, not happy at all, was 
way down in 20th place, just near 
enough to get him a place on the front 
row. That place was essential for any 
man who wanted to get anywhere. The 
first section consisted of a half-mile 
sandy speedway track, overlooked by 
the old citadel, with the field turning 
back on itself in an oval, and making an 
exit where they had started. Riders lost 
so much ground in this first small 
circuit, that anyone in midfield had no 
chance of catching the leaders, and 
within four laps, backmarkers were 
being lapped. On that sort of track, it was 
tantamount to suicide. Chatting with 
spectating American Mitch Mayes, he 
told me he'd thought about coming to 
race motocross in Europe, but Namur 
was making him change his mind. 

Before the start, the atmosphere was 
tense between Mikkola and DeCoster. In 
a pre-race interview with Belgian TV, 
Heikki was reduce to monosyllables. 
Wolsink noted drily “‘There’s going to 
be some real fireworks between those 
two. I’m going to stay well out of the 
way.” Unfortunately, for him, he didn’t 
keep to his word. 


First Moto 

The Russian pair of Victor Popenko 
and Vladimir Khodiakov tried to jump 
the gate. But it didn’t do them much 
good being far too wide for the first 
turn, and getting bunched off the track 
to lose a lap. Weil collided with van 
Velthoven, came through the ropes and 
retired. Big Jaak did another lap, and 
then fell off, trying to make up ground, 
and twisted his knee. 

Willi Bauer didn’t get round the first 
sweep either. He fell and broke his front 
brake lever, and was out. 

So they were a few stars short when 
they came through the first circuit, led 
by Wolsink, a short-lived challenge by 
Belgian Raymond Heeren (Mai), Bengt 
Aberg, Arne Kring and Mikkola. 

After two laps, Aberg came to a stop 





with a burnt-out clutch. Attempts at 
makeshift repairs on the trackside with 
mechanic Roy Reed only involved the 
pair in a fracas with unreasonable 
Belgian FIM delegate Charles Dillon. 
Bengt carried on, only to have to push 
back up the hill exhausted, and find 
he'd been disqualified anyway for illegal 
assistance and throwing a punch at an 
FIM representative. 

Wolsink lasted five laps. As he sped 
out of the start arena at the beginning 
of the sixth, his motor blew with a 
sickening crack that could be heard 
half-way across the paddock. 

And that was it. Kring had fallen and 
bent his bars, and Mikkola was away 
into the lead. Somehow, DeCoster 
forced up to second spot from a sixth 
on the first lap, but he had no chance of 
over powering the leader. 30 seconds 








was the advantage, and 30 seconds it 
stayed almost to the end, when the 
ferocious Finn rolled off and cruised 
home for his ninth Grand Prix victory 
this year. 

Kring fell back even further, passed 
by fellow Swede Ake Jonsson (Yam). 
Brad suffered real disaster, getting a 
reasonable start, falling off on the 
second lap and coming round 25th. 
Then he fought all the way back up to 
ninth — an incredible bit of riding, only 
to loose his chain and drop out before 
the flag. 

Second Moto 

Wolsink got another flying start in 
the second race, with Kring and 
DeCoster pressing him hard for the lead 
round the half-mile, and down off the 
first jump. And thats where it 
happened, as they bunched for a steep 
downhill left-hander. Somehow Gerrit 
got edged out, through the ropes, and 
straight into a tree. 

A shaken DeCoster took over, and 
led to the end, to the delight of the 
Belgian crowd. Mikkola pushed by 
Adolf Weil and Kring on the first circuit 
to take second spot. But with his front 
mudguard stay broken, and the fender 
flapping and showering him with muck, 
he could make no impression on the 
Belgian’s hero. 

They finished, almost the same 
distance apart as they had done in the 
first race, but in opposite order. 

Weil got by Kring for third place, but 
he had to tramp on some because the 
lanky van Velthoven was back in the 
running with a vengeance. At the flag, 
just a bike’s length seperated the two. 

Willi Bauer was out again, this time 
without a back brake after the rear stay 
broke. Bengt Aberg retired after only a 
few laps, reckoning the trees were just 
too dangerous. 

After ап indifferent start, Ake 
Jonsson couldn’t quite catch Kring this 
time and had to settle for sixth. 

Brad followed him, never looking at 
home on the extremely unpleasant 
track, and disappointed at missing out 
on so many points. Ы
